FIVE YEARS OF PEACE. 


‘Five years ago, almost to the 
day, the last shots were fired 
by the warring nations of the 
Powers engaged in the most far- 
reaching conflict in history. To- 
day, we have over the cables the 
echoes of the Great War, still 
with us, and likely to be with as 
for years to come. The Armis- 
fice was signed long, long ago, 
and peace was signed some eight 
months later, but peace such aS 
we would translate it is not yet. 
It so happens that this very day 
Europe seems on the brink of 
another conflict. The reparations 
which Germany beaten after great 
sacrifices on our part—sacrifices 
which we commemorate every 
eleventh of November—has oft 
promised to make us_ and our 
Allies, have not been met, and 
it is impossible not to realise 
that there bas been little desire 
to pay even a tithe of the debt. 
Not only are the prospects 
of payment increasingly remote, 
to 
solve this after-war. problem 
have led to estrangements 
amongst the nations who should 
be the greater friends for their 
common hardships and losses 
and final common victory. Now 
the ugly possibility of a German 
civil war, with all it cam mean to 
the Allies, to the whola of 
Europe, and to the rest of ‘the 
world, has to be added to the list 
of woes that darken our outlook. 
In. the meantime some of the 
worst effects of the war and its 
aftermath are being experienced 
in Britain, and among the vast 
army of our unemployed are 
tens of. thousands who fought in 


| that conflict which recurs to our 


minds to-day. They need our 
help still, and might ‘need it for 
a long time to come. It is this 
that.the years of so-called peace 
hag brought us. It is thus that 
we see the dawning of our fifth 
Armistice anniversary. But we 
comfort ourselves with. the 
knowledge that, whatever befalls, 
we a8 8 nation will see it through 


.}t0 the very end. a

Five years ago on 
November lith, peace came to a 
war-weary world.

Ic 
is fitting, therefore, that there 
should be a simple but.impressive 
ceramony to-morrow at. the 
Hongkong Cenotaph—the , first, 
we presume, in what will be a 
yearly observance. It is to be 
hoped, however, that not only 
on Armistice Day, but on 


every day throughout the twelve-}. 


month the memory of these 
brava men willbe with us. That 
is why we should like. to see the 
Home custom followed, by which 
passers-by reverently remove 
their hats fevery time they pass 
this monument to those who 
gave their life for their Empire.

ANOTHER PIRACY AND 
“ ABDUCTION. 


The mystery of the missing 
launch Lee Fat, which disappear- 
ed between Cheung Chau island 
and Hongkong on Wednesday 
night, has been solved-—at last? 
The vessel has been found at Ma 
Lan Chan, not far from Macao. 

Tt is seldom that so many false 
Teports concerning a vessel's 
whereabouts Rave come in asin 
the case of this launch, and they 
were reports so authoritative in 
appearance as to ‘send the 
Police on several wild godze 
chases, As we reported yester- 
day, spparently credible news 
was received in the afternoon 
that the launch was at 
Shekki, having been commandeer- 
ed'by}some of Sun’s troops. It 
now transpires that a man named 
Yau telegraphed to the owner 
yesterday definitely stating thar 
the missing launch was at Shekk:, 
in the hands of Dr. Sun Yat Sen’s 
troops, and that the passengers 
and crew were being returned to | 
Hongkong on a junk. This was 
Teported to the Police, and Sub- 
Inspector Fallon was sent to meet 
the incoming junk from Shekki. 
However, both the master of the 
junk and the police guards on 
board her declared that the launch 
was not at Shekki and they knew 
nothing of her. 


CUSTOMS VESSEL'S”
